THE LATTER RESORT TO LOW- 
DOWN TRICKS. 


Schaefer Returns Home from New 
York—Peter Jackson and Cor- 
bett—Redwood and Ross- 
more—Baseball.

COWES (isle of Wight,) Aug. 6.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) With prospects of a 
splendid day’s racing, the Vigilant, Brit- 
annia and Satanita started this morning in 
the big event of the regatta of the Royal 
‘London Yacht Club. The weather was 
what the experts call Satanita weather. 

The course is a total distance of fifty- 
five miles. There were nearly three hun- 
dred yachts of all sizes and descriptions 
lying in the roads, among them the Amer- 
ican yachts Atlanta, White Lady and May. 
Conspicuous in the middle of the parade 
‘was a tall mast from which the American 
flag was flying. Over the gay spectacle, a 

sky frowned threatening a 
showery day. But, as a comparison, a 
nice breeze was blowing. During the 
early morning excursion steamers from 
Southampton, Portsmouth and other places 
steamed into the roads. Larger numbers 
were assembled than were ever before 
gathered at an English regatta. Emperor 
William reached here at 3 o’clock on board 
the imperial yacht Hobenzollern. As the 
day advanced, the wind in 
orce. 


The *Vigilanta allows the Satanita 55s, 
owing t6 the reduction of the latter’s sail 
arena, and the Vigilant allows the Brit- 


as 2 2m 22s. The three rival yachts gave 


the spectators a pretty exhibition of smart 
seamanship before the start as they cruised 
up, and down testing the wind from 9 
o’clock until the starting gun was fired at 
10 a.m. All three yachts started for 
the line carrying club topsails and balloon 
jibe. Their times were, in crossing the 
lines: Satinita (cutter) 10:01; Britannia 
-(outter) 10:01:05; Vigilant (sloop) 10:02:20. 
At the outset, an exciting contest oc- 
curred between the Britannia and Vigi- 
lant. The former was holding the wind- 
ward position and the latter tried to pass 
her. But the Prince of Wales's cutter 
‘immediately held the Vigilant. For a 
‘time both yachts made little forward pro-. 
gress. The Satanita meantime rapidly 
forged ahead, and an idea directly struck 


all the spectators that the Britannia’s |. 


‘maneuver in holding the Vigilant was the 
result of an agreement betweent the two 
British captains fo work in unison, so that 
the winner of the cup would be a British 
vessel, this being a day of Satanita 
weather, and the Britannia having but a 
small chance of winning. Therefore, the 
latter could very well devote herself to 
harassing the American ant. 
This maneuver, so far succeeded that 
when the Vigilant got clear the Satanita 
Was a long way ahead. The times in pass- 
ing East Cowes Point were: Satanita 
10:11:32, Vigilant 10:13:31, Britannia 
10:14:15. The Satanita, therefore, had a 
lead of 1 m. 59 8. at this early stage of 
the race on the Vigilant, while the latter 
was 44 s. ahead of the "Britannia. 
All vires ‘yachts got away in fine style, 
‘and once past East Cowes Ponit they 
reaching along at steamboat speed 
of their starboard rails sub- 
merging and leaving, a glistening wave 
behind them. The times of the yachts at 
Ryde Point were: Satanita 10:29:55, Vigi- 
lant 10:31:35, Britannia 10:32:26. Both 


the Satanita and Vigilant were increasing 


their leads on the Britannia. At the 
Warner Light-ship the Vigilant was pull- 
ing upon the Satanita, which led by only 
10 seconds, the Britannia being only 55 
seconds behind the leader. 

The si gnals gave the time passing the 
Shandkin could not be read with precision, 
but approximately the doats passed as 
fotlows: Satanita 12:05; Vigilant 12:07;

To an er Press re reporter after the 
race, of Vigilant, said: 


“It is quite true’ that the Britannia 
tried to hold us at the start, evidenly in 
order to allow the Satanita to get ahead. 
In fact, that was their tactics throughout. 
When one got slightly ahead the other 
tried to hold us, and this led to our run- 
ning into the shore more than once. The 
Satanita only led on the run to Bem- 


bridge. Directly as we turned the point 


and started the race for St. Catherine 
Point, we began to gain and shipped her. 
The Britannia also came up, and then 
commenced a series of luffing matches. 
The Britannia was to windward and pre- 
vented us from passing, continually bear- 
ing down upon us in keeping us inshore. 

‘Ultimately, ie we had just passed 
Ventnor, we tried to pass the Britannia 
on the leeward, but failed. Then we de- 
cided to pass her “fo windward, whatever 
the risk might be. We succeeded, and 
the Britannia was pressed inshore and 
her bottom rubbed. Later on the Brit- | 
annia again tried the same game when we 
were close together. We were determined 
not to be jollied in this fashion, and as 
| both were game, it was simply a case of | 
which would go farthest inshore. As the 
Britannia draws three feet more water 
than we did she went on the rocks. The 
Vigilant also bumped, being near the 
shore, but I do not think she suffered seri- 
dus injury. Nevertheless, we intend ‘to 
dock her tomorrow to ascertain if her 
keel is injured. The Britannia, however, 
appeared to us momentarily as serious. 
Her sterm rose three feet out of the 
water, and her men. were sent forward. 
She’ then, without actually ‘stopping, 
bumped along into deep water.“ 

Capt. Haff concluded significantly: ‘If 
the Britannia continues these tricks there 
will be a yacht or two leas to race these 
regattas.’’ 

Capt. Carter, of the Britannia, told the 
reporter that his boat grazed the rocks 
three times during the race. A diver has 
since examined her bottom and reports a 
part of her keel and copper has been torn 
away. Nevertheless, she will race tomor- 
row.

CHARTER REVISION. _ 
The Amendments Proposed by the Citizens’ 
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The Citizens’ League, in pursuance of 
the object for which it was organized; that 
of obtaining an administration of the peo- 
ples’ business affairs that will be econom- 
ical, honest and business-Hke, has lately 
been giving a great deal of attention to 
proposed charter amendments, its Execu- 
tive Committee having spent some six 
weeks’ time in considering in what re- 
spects the present organic Jaw of the city 
might be altered so as to bring the best 
results possible. 

The result of their labors has been th 
production of a series of amendments to 
the city charter which, they belitve, will 
accomplish a large saving to the taxpayers 
of the city and establish the city’s affairs 
on a business basis, should they be 
adopted, and the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Board of Trade and the Merchants 
Protective Association, after careful con- 
sideration and the suggestion of a few al- 
terations, have joined) in an unqualified 
and hearty approval of these amendments, 

A prominent member of the league, in 
discussing the matter yesterday, said: 

“The proposed changes are carefully 
modeled on the lines of the most modern 
charters, wherein all, responsibilities are 
fully defined and unequivocally placed, 
and to this end the number of elective of- 
fices is greatly reduced and those to be 
filled by appointment, correspondingly in- 
creased. Under ‘the proposed changes, 
the only elected officers will be the Mayor, 
two City Justices, the City Treasurer, the 
Councilmen and the ot Education, 
while the Mayor will appoint the City 
Clerk, the Mayor’s clerk, the City En- 
gineer, the City Attorney, the City Audi- 
tor, the Police, Park, Fire and Building 
commissioners, the directors of the Public 
Library and the members of the Board of 
Health, the City School. Superintenden 
the Chief of Police, the Chief Engineer of 
the fire department, the Superintendent of 
Buildings and the Health Officer are to be 
appointed by the different boards which 
will manage the affairs of their respective 
departments, and each City Justice will 
have the appointment of a clerk for his 


court. 

“The object of making so many appoint- 
ive offices is to definitely place the respon- 
sibility for extravagance, incompetency 
and dishonesty. By ‘this method all re- 
sponsibility rests on the Mayor, for if he 
appoints, or any board which he names, 
appoints, an officer Who is unfit in any 
way to perform the duties im upon 
him, the people may demand his removal 
and the Mayor has full power to remedy 
the evil. Therefore, Mayor will be 


the one man to lock to, while at the same 


time the Council has thé power to correct 
the Mayor, should he be neglectful of his 
duties, by removing his appointees for 


cause. 

“The members of the Board of Educa- 
tion will number . only .fivé, elected at 
large, instead of nine el ards,

BADLY HURT. | 
Two People are Injured by a Cable-car Ac- 
cident. 
The failure of a gripman on a Boyle 


Heights cable-car, who neglected to throw 
off his rope in crossing the switch at the 


corner of Seventh and Grand avenue last 


Friday night, came near costing two old 
people their lives. Mrs. F. Howard and 
J. G. Sheldon, residing at No. 634% Grand 
avenue, were the injured ones, and the 
physicians in attendance asserted that 
had it not been for Mr. Sheldon’s heavy 
beard the blow which he received on the 
throat from the iron railing of the car 


would have killed him instantly. As it 


was he is so hoarse now from the injury 
to the throat that he can with difficulty 
peak even in a whisper. 

It was about 10 o’clook the following 
morning before Dr. Cates, the company’s 
physician, was able to attend to the two 
injured ones, and then Mr. Sheldon was in 
such a critical condition, almost choked 
with matter collecting in his throat, that 
it was found necessary to administer an 
nijection of morphine. eos 

Gripman Quinn, u whom responsi- 
bility fgor the accident rests, was dis- 
missed from the service of the company 
yesterday. . 

The car was going west along Seventh 
street when the accident happened, In- 
stopping just before crossing 
Grand avenue, as is customary, in order 
to give the conductor time to operate the 
switch, the car was kept in motion—the 
conductor running ahead to raise the. 
switch. The gripman should have ‘thrown 
his rope“ at this point, as the cable turns 
along Grand avenue, and taken up the 
other cable a moment later. This he nég- 
lected to do, the grip struck the iron 


frog, and the ear stopped as suddenly as 


though it had run into a stone wall. All 
the passengers were badly shaken up, 
but only two seriously injured. 

Mrs. Howard and Mr. Sheldon were sit- 
ting upon a front seat of the dummy when 
the accident occurred, and both were 
thrown violently forward by the shock 
against the iron failing which runs along 
just in front of the seat. Mrs. Howard 
was struck just across. the eyes and 
stunned by the blow, while the blood

Cemetery 
Association against the city for $2500 
damages caused by the grading of First 
street without building a culvert of suf- 
ficient size to carry off the storm water 
which flows down a ravine near the ceme- 
tery, and which water was backed up over 
the cemetery association’s land, h«s been 
decided in favor of the city by the Su- 
preme Court.”

„The case of Harriet J. Watson against 
the city for $1950, the value of certain 
gravel taken from the lot on Broadway 
under agreement to grade her lot to the 
established grade in consideration of her 
allowing the city to take the gravel, has 
been decided by Judge Clark in favor of 
the city.” Filed. 

“In regard to the refusal of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company to furnish 
water for the purpose of flushing sewers, 
I find that the sewer system is 80 con- 
structed that at the dead end of each 
sewer there is a flushtank, designed to 
flush the sewer every twenty-four hours. 
These flushtanks are connected with the 
pipes of the water company, which has 
for years gradually decreased the amount 
of water running in the flushtanks until 
there is none to speak of allowed to run, 


and the result is that the system of sewers 


which was designed to carry off the sew- 
age and reduce the percentage of disease 
and death has been turned into stinking, 
disease-breeding conduits, which are in- 
finitely worse than no sewers at all. In 
1868, when the city leased its waterworks 
to this company and gave it the right to 
take ten inches of water from the river 
for domestic’ purposes, it was stipulated 
in the contract that the company should 
furnish water free for public schools, city 
jails, and hospitals, and should also fur- 
nish hydrants free for fire purposes.

Fol- 
lowing out the spirit of the decision, the 
city had the right to take water ‘trom 
the company’s pipes for any other muni- 
cipal purpose. There can be no question 
but that the company’s pipes are carrying 
more water than is necessary for domestic 
purposes, and I advise that the Street 
Superintendent and Engineer be instrueted 
to have the proper connections made with 
each flushtank, and that the company be 
notified that it will not be any longer 
permitted to interfere with or shut off 
the water, as it ‘thas done in the past.”
